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Inviting the Movie Fans to Read

N the past few months, the Cleveland 
Public Library, thru its publicity repre- 
sentative, has begun to establish systema- 


tic relations with the 
motion picture thea- 
ters. The publicity 
agents of the leading 
motion picture com- 
panies supply the li- 
brary with advance 
informationandstills 
of important films 
suitable for library 
cooperation, that are 
to be shown in the 
city. These stills 
are used to make at- 
tractive posters, and 
are posted over dis- 
play racks of books 
related to the subject 
or period of the film. 
These are used in 
the main library, 
and in many of the 
branch and_ school 
libraries. 

In connection with 
“The Covered Wag- 
on,” for example, 
the History Division 
of the Main Library 
displayed five stills 
with a poster bear- 
ing the caption, 
“The Trail of ‘The 
Covered Wagon,’” 


above a rack filled with books of history, 


travel and biography

library distributed a printed list of 58 such 
books under the title “Pioneering Days,” 
and the books themselves circulated so 


freely that the racks 
had frequently to be 
refilled. The same 
was true of the 
stories and novels of 
pioneer days dis- 
played in the Fiction 
Division under a 
poster illustrated 
with stills and en- 
titled “In the Times 
of ‘The Covered 
Wagon.’” The li- 
brary’s printed list 
of 39 fiction titles 
bore the caption, “O 
Pioneers !” 

ror **Starea- 
mouche,” for “The 
Hunchback of Notre 
Dame,” and for 
Mary Pickford’s 
“Dorothy Vernon of 
Haddon Hall,” the 
library editor made 
up in the form of 
bookmarks, a brief 
list of interesting 
books, including a 
dozen titles of nov- 
els, history and biog- 
raphy descriptive of 
the period. As these 
bookmarks carried 


at the end a brief announcement of the film 
showing, the printing was paid for by the 
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loca] exhibitors, or by the firm producing or 
distributing the picture. Twenty thousand 
copies of “The Hunchback of Notre Dame” 
bookmark were made at the first printing, 
and the type was kept set up for later re- 
printing. These bookmarks were dis- 
tributed with the programs in the lobby of 
the theater, and were given out to bor- 
rowers at the main and branch libraries. 
As the Cleveland Public Library lends over 
5,000,000 books a year (to be exact, 5,206,- 
625 during the year ending March 31, 
1924), some idea may be gained of the 
number of potential motion picture patrons 
reached in this way. It is hoped, on the 
other hand, that from the great motion pic- 
ture audiences, many new persons may be 
induced to form the “library habit.” 

It has since been learned from other 
representatives of the same producing firm 
that the “Scaramouche” displays and book- 
marks of the Cleveland Public Library have 
been duplicated by exhibitors and libraries 
in practically every town in which the film 
has shown since leaving Cleveland. Local 
representatives or advance. agents of com- 
ing films with book titles or book connec- 
tions, as for example Clyde Fitch’s “Beau 
Brummell” in which John Barrymore will 
appear—are now asking for bookmark 
lists, for the printing of which they offer 
to pay. When Mary Pickford appeared in 
the Dorothy Vernon film in Cleveland, the 
Library prepared a list of books used on a 
book-mark and for use at the theater on the 
back of the theater program. 

The fact is that thus far in the cooper- 
ative work of the library with motion pic- 
tures, the distributors of the pictures have 
probably benefited more definitely than the 
distributors of the books. The library has 
its large and regular clientele, which sees in 
the library the attractive display of stills 
of the best motion pictures, and receives 
with its books at the distributing desk book- 
marks, or lists in other forms, calling atten- 
tion to these best pictures as well as to the 
books connecting with them. Comparatively 
recent reports show that in 34 of the citv 
libraries of the United States. 77.851,622 
volumes were circulated in a single year. 
These figures give again an idea of the 
number of potential patrons of moving pic- 
tures who may be reached thru public 
libraries. 

The distribution of book-lists at the mo- 
tion picture theaters. has not. on the other 
hand, thus far been possible to manage in 
such a wav as to turn the attention of anv 
adequate number of the motion picture pa- 
trons toward the public libraries. Com- 
paratively few care for programs in the 
darkened theater, or particularly notice the 
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book-lists which may be given them with 
the programs, or which lie beside the pro- 
grams on a ledge. _ The picture’s the thing, 
and only what may be seen upon the screen 
will interest greatly and hold the audiences 
at this time. 

For this reason, the logical connecting 
link between pictures and books would seem 
to be a brief “sub-title” at the beginning 
of the picture itself, to the effect that 
interesting books on the period or subject 
covered by the picture may be Had at the 
local Public Library. In the larger cities, 
or in small neighborhood theaters, this 
might be run as a separate slide, giving the 
name of the local library, as with the slide 
which certifies that the picture has been 
passed by the State Board of Review. But 
the producers will not willingly accept any 
new matter which will break the continuity 
of one of their important pictures. The 
artistic arrangement would undoubtedly be 
to make the book connection as a part of 
the picture itself, preparing it in the studio 
to correspond in color and type with other 
sub-titles of the picture. 

The library caption or sub-title might fol- 
low directly after the title and author of the 
book on which the picture is based, in some 
such way as this: 


“THE COVERED WAGON, adapted from the 
novel by Emerson Hough. This novel and 
other books about pioneering days and the 
trail of the COVERED WAGON may be found 
at your (or the) PUBLIC LIBRARY.” 


Or this: 


“THE HUNCHRACK OF NOTRE DAME. based 
on Victor Hugo’s great classic, which may 
be found at your (or the) PUBLIC LIBRARY, 
with other stories and histories of France 
in the reign of a crafty King—Louis XI.” 


Such a sub-title, especially when fol- 
lowed up by the distribution of book-lists in 
the form of bookmarks, or printed on the 
programs, would add prestige to the picture. 
and also make a substantial connection from 
the library’s point of view. 

Recently in New York the annual meet- 
ing was held of the Committee on Public 
Relations, representing national citizen 
organizations, cooperating with Motion 
Picture Producers and Distributors of 
America, of which Committee Will 
Hays is President. and Lee F. Hanmer, of 
the Russell Sage Foundation, is Chairman 
of the Executive Committee. The writer. 
representing the American Library Associa- 
tion upon the Executive Committee, took 
the opportunity of suggesting the desira- 
bility of the librarv-and-book sub-title upon 
the picture itself, as above outlined, and it 
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was agreed by Mr. Hays that this sugges- 
tion be placed before the producers in turn 
at their annual meeting. It is hoped that 
the success of present motion picture co- 
operation with libraries in Cleveland and 
doubtless elsewhere, may lead the producers 
to look with favor upon this added modest 
but very concrete form of book publicity, 
the library sub-title. 

[f this idea is adopted, it would of course 
be the desirable thing that the producers 
have upon their staff 
a person with library 


training and experi- — are possibilities of coop- 

eration between the movies and the 
library and bookstore which are only 
just beginning to be appreciated. Miss 
Freeman has shown how the Cleve- 
land Public Library has brought books 
to the attention of movie fans, and 
movies based on books to the millions 
of readers at the Cleveland libraries. of ‘Columbus,’ the 


ence, who knows 
books as well as 
people, who has also 
a flair for the right 
word, the right 
phrase, who could 
write the sub-titles 
connecting a picture 
with books and li- 
braries, could pre- 
pare the necessary 
book lists, and could 
help plan the publicity with libraries and 
other organizations. 

If this is, however, not practicable, or in 
any case, the American Library Associa- 
tion might doubtless appoint representatives 
near the various producing points, to pre- 
view pictures which seem likely to lend 
themselves to library cooperation and to 
suggest the right sub-titles for linking them 
with their book connections. 

The Committee on Public Relations has a 
sub-committee on Motion Pictures Using 
Book Titles, made up of the Executive Sec- 
retary of the National Association of Book 
_ Publishers, the President or at present the 
First Vice-President of the American Li- 
brary Association, and the President of the 
National Congress of Mothers and Parent- 
Teacher Associations. This sub-committee 
further urged upon Mr. Hays’ organization. 
at the annual meeting mentioned. the great 
desirability of keeping the original title of 
a book when filming it. pointing out the 
practical value to the picture producers, dis- 
tributors and exhibitors of the publicity al- 
ready given an original title by publishers. 
booksellers and public libraries. 

Incidentally we may note that the best- 
seller and its film is not always the kind of 
picture that results, when featured in the 
library. in the widest use of books. Quite 
often there are no connecting books except 
the novel itself, for which the demand is 
already greater than the supply. The film 
that best lends itself to librarv cooperation 
thru book display is the novel or subject 
with a travel, historical or scientific back- 
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ground. Examples of recent films with 
numerous and satisfactory book connections, 
besides those already mentioned, are such 
out-of-door tales as “Where the North Be- 
gins,” which connects with Alaskan travel 
and with dog stories for both adults and 
children, and such as ‘“Nanook of the 
North,” or as “Wonders of the Sae.” 

An excellent example of the historical 
film to which the public library may most 
legitimately give publicity is the Chronicles 
of America series, 
made under the aus- 
pices of the Yale 
University Press. 
Following is a clip- 
ping from the Cleve- 
la Plain Dealer 
for April second: 

“The Cleveland 
Public Library is 
aiding four theaters 
in the exploitation 


first in the Yale 

University series, 
‘Chronicles of America.’ ‘Columbus’ is 
showing this week in the Alhambra and 
Liberty at the first evening performance. 

“The exhibition in the street case at the 
entrance to the Main Library consists of a 
facsimile of the letter written in clerk’s 
Latin by Columbus, announcing the dis- 
covery of America; a section of Martin 
Behaim’s globe showing western Europe 
and Africa together with the Atlantic ocean 
as known before Columbus’ voyage, a fac- 
simile of the letter from Amerigo Ves- 
pucci about the islands newly found in his 
four voyages, and also several volumes of 
the ‘Chronicles.’ 

“The winged display frame exhibit in the 
library consists of colored illustrations from 
the film and copies of authoritative reviews. 
The fiction book display carries the caption 
‘Columbus and Other Thrilling Stories of 
Early American History.’ Displays of 
books connected with the film may be found 
in the juvenile, history and foreign divi- 
sions. [A full-rigged model of the Santa 
Maria. forty inches high, lent by Loew’s 
State Theatre. is shown at the end of the 
aisle leading to the history division.] The 
literature division has grouped the volumes 
containing poems about Columbus, stills 
from the film and a copy of Joaquin Mil- 
ler’s ‘Columbus.’ 

“Exhibitions similar in character but 
varying in detail are shown in the Cleve- 
land Public Library’s twenty-seven branches 
and in thirty school libraries.” 

The Library does not by any means fea- 
ture every picture for which stills and ad- 
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vance information are sent it. One very 
beautiful picture could not come within the 
library scope, first because it offered few 
book connections. except that of the novel 
upon which it was based, but from which 
it departed at a significant point, and sec- 
ond because upon preview it became evident 
that a vital religious issue was involved 
which might easily have given offense to 
some of the users of so democratic an in- 
stitution as a free public library. “The 
Eternal City,” while it departed somewhat, 
tho not vitally from the original story, was 
featured largely because of the fact that 
its exteriors were so beautifully filmed in 
Rome and that thus it connected well with 
travel books. For some reason people who 
pass unseeingly by the finest kind of en- 
graving or other reproduction of the Colos- 
seum, will stop captivated before a poster 
bearing a still of the Colosseum, will take 
home a book in which it figures, and will

go that night. to see the motion picture 
which features it. ; 

It should be said that the moving picture 
managers have shown the right spirit for 
successful cooperation, meeting the Library 
more than half way and making not the 
slightest effort to change or influence ]i- 
brary decision as to what pictures shall be 
advertised by displays in the Cleveland li- 
braries. The Library, on its side, has 
endeavored to keep its policy as broad as 
is consistent with its scope and standards, 
and to be always in all its relations con- 
structive rather than destructive. 

Books and motion pictures are both visual 
educators of high potency. When their 
natural affinity is thoroly realized by both 
book and picture producers and distributors, 
their dynamic power may be doubled, and 
the motion picture may, we believe, begin to 
reach its very highest possibilities and 
rewards. 


Six New England Bookshops 


III. 
The Dunster House Bookshop 


HILE there is al- 
ways much that 
can be said about 
the atmosphere of a 
bookshop, there cannot 
be any one set of perfect 
conditions under which 
books are sold. Each 
bookseller reaches out 
after the perfect condi- 
tions for the type of 
books that he wishes to 
offer. Perhaps no one 
has more closely ap- 
proached the ideal conditions for housing 
his particular collection of books than has 
Maurice Firuski, who has in the few short 
years since 1919 created a very successful 
bookshop in Cambridge at the corner of 
Holyoke and Mt. Auburn Streets, known as 
Dunster House Bookshop. 
Mt. Auburn. Street. is one of the main 
thorofares of Cambridge, separated by a 
short block from Harvard Square, the busi-

ness center for Harvard 
College. On the north- 
east corner of these 
streets is an old three- 
story house with a small 
ell which faces on Holy- 
oke Street and is now 
completely occupied by 
the Bookshop. Over the 
doorway on Holyoke 
Street a swinging sign 
catches the eye, as one 
comes from the Square, 
and on the four windows 
toward Mt. Auburn Street are lettered en- 
ticing little rhymes together with symbols 
of the printing craft, those of Aldus, Robert 
Estienne, Elzevir, Plantin, Caxton and 
Bruce Rogers. 

Tho these little rhymes are so beguiling 
in print, they have to be seen on the quaint 
small paned windows with their careful let- 
tering to be appreciated. They entrap the 
passerby with an enticement which could

not be obtained for such a building by other 
displays. 

As one enters the door, an old stairway 
leads to upper floors, and the hall itself 
is full of bookcases, but one instinctively 
turns to the right into the big south room, 
with its attractive fireplace, in front of 
which there is likely to be some comfortable 
browser perhaps in conversation with one 
of the proprietors. Low shelves com- 
pletely surround the room, and one table 
is covered with the newer stock of the pub- 
lishers. | 

The selection of books shows the dis- 
crimination of a scholar who has carried his 
reading into many delightful fields without 
fear and without prejudice. Books are plen- 
tiful and in careful classification, and the 
shop relies on the customer’s own buying in- 
stincts to produce the sales results. It 
seems to be one of the principles of the store 
that, once the books are selected with dis- 
crimination, properly arranged and set in the 
right atmosphere, they become their own 
salesmen, with the proprietors as assistants 
rather than as principals. This system of 
selling has apparently worked, as the repu- 
tation of the store has stéadily grown and 
visitors come from thruout the country.

Besides this fire-lit room, there are three 
other book rooms, on this floor in addition 
to the hall. One of these is a Greek and 
Latin room, a special feature of Dunster 
House probably not paralleled in any other 
shop in the country. A large room, that 
was probably the old dining room, is com- 
pletely lined with books in Greek and Latin, 
from folios to the smallest Elzevir. Here 
the scholar can find a Lucretius or a Livy, 
a Socrates or a Martial, ancient historical 
chronicle or early book ot church history. 
One of the earliest catalogs of the shop, 
dated 1919, has its entire text, even the 
descriptions of the books in Latin or Greek. 
Inasmuch as the vocabulary needed for 
catalog descriptions is not complete in the 
Latin dictionary, some of the ways in 
which the problems were met will supply 
diversion and interest for the scholar. The 
catalog cover reads:

Another fine list was the catalog of the 
books from the library of John Williams 
White, former professor of Greek in Har- 
vard. The catalog was printed by Bruce 
Rogers at the Rudge Press, and as a speci- 
men of printing might well belong in a 
typographical collection. So successful was 
this piece of advertising that every number 
in the catalog was sold out and a demand 
was created for the whole collection, which 
numbered nearly 3000 volumes. All of the 
cataloging of the house has given a very 
strong indication of the intérest of the shop 
in fine printing. No uniform format has 
been used, but for each issue an atmosphere 
has been created that would tempt any 
reader to proceed thru the pages. 

The second floor of the building is as 
full of books as the first, and perhaps the 
most frequently visited room is that of the 
modern first editions, of which the store has 
a fine collection. All of the Dunster cata- 
logs give indication of the shop’s breadth 
of interest in this first edition field. Such 
items as first editions of Boswell, Steven- 
son, James, Conrad, Shaw, de la Mare, and 
Frost, indicate the shop’s line of interest. 

From the very beginning. Mr. Firuski 
has taken a special interest in fine printing 
and finds that more and more his own en- 
thusiasm and the collecting interest of his 
customers run in that direction. A new 
book that he is just about to publish is “The 
Roman Letters of Albrecht Diirer.”’ which 
is being printed by Bruce Rogers at the 
Rudge Press. Rogers also planned his edi- 
tion of Conrad Aiken’s “Priapus and the 
Pool,” published in 1922, first editions of 


which are now very scarce. His first book 
was “Notes and Reviews” by Henry James, 
the first issue of unpublished material, in 
limited edition of 1030 copies. Another 
attractive book was John Freeman’s “The 
Red Path,” also with the Rogers imprint. 
Another 1923 volume is “Microcosmographia 
Academica,” by F. M. Comford, a piece of 
scholarly satire. In another field of pub- 
lishing, the Shop has issued the “Dunster 
House Papers,” including “Freedom of 
Speech in War Time,’ a pamphlet by 
Zechariah Chaffee, Jr., now out of print. 
“Problem of Naturalization’ by Viscount 
Haldane and “An Introduction to American 
Law” by Roscoe Pound. Lately a little 
series has been started with the imprint of 
the Scarab Press, a local institution, the first 
issue including a few unpublished letters of 
Henry James. 

This interesting bookselling business is 
the enterprise of a young New Yorker, who 
graduated but eight years ago from Yale. 
His book loving instincts were already 
broadly developed before he left college, 
and, after a few months of selling at the 
Brick Row Book Shop in New Haven, he 
launched boldly out for himself. His co- 
worker, John Clement, is also a Yale man 
of the same class. Perhaps this bringing 
of “coals to Cambridge” is not the least 
surprising part of this finely conceived 
enterprise. One has the feeling that the 
store is a perfect thing of its kind, in its 
location, in its building, its sunny rooms, 
its selection of stock. and the quiet, friendly 
vet helpful atmosphere of the whole estab- 
lishment. 
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Active and Aggressive Convention at New York 


“THE long registration list of booksellers 
attending the twenty-fourth annual con- 
vention of the American Booksellers’ 

Association indicated at once that the ad- 

vance expectations of the success of this 

gathering were fully realized. Over 400 

registered at the Commodore Hotel, an 

unusual number for central headquarters, 
and nearly 700 sat down at the banquet. 

From the very first session on Monday, 
the extent of the interest and the wide 
representation of different parts of the 
country were in evidence, and, when the 
meeting was called to order, there were 
about 300 in the room. The reports of the 
president, the treasurer, the secretary and 
important committees indicated a healthy 
condition and brought up many questions 
for the subsequent discussion and embody- 
ment in resolutions. The president spoke 
of his work in endeavoring to reduce trade 
abuses and asked the publishers to consider 
whether there should not be fewer fiction 
titles published than at present. The round 
tables were a great success, as was antici- 
pated from the experiments in Detroit last 
year. 

At nine o’clock on Tuesday morning, 
about 200 gathered for a discussion on 
children’s books, led by Marion Cutter, and 
as many more to discuss publicity and ad- 
vertising with J. Joseph Estabrook as chair- 
man. Fifty representatives from college 
bookstores met with Fred H. Tracht of the 
University of Chicago in charge, and 
there was another discussion on “Training 
Assistants,” with Luella Duzan of Rich- 
mond as chairman. 

Among the many stimulating addresses 
were those of John Haynes Holmes of the 
Community Church, New York, one of the 
intellectual leaders of the metropolis and a 
brilliant speaker, that by Elisabeth Mar- 
bury and the discussion on “Censorship” 
by Thomas Dixon. Among the extremely 
practical addresses were those of W. R. 
Hotchkin on “Ten Ways to Make Book 
Sales Bubble,” Anne Carroll Moore’s talk 
on “The Selection of Children’s Books” and 
Jesse Lee Bennett’s Thursday address on 
“Building Steady Customers By Using 
Imagination.” A full record of these ad- 
dresses will be printed in the convention pro- 
ceedings in next week’s Publishers’ Weekly. 

So important are many of the sugges- 
tions that the convention report will de- 
serve careful reading by those who were 
present as well as those who could not be 
present. 





Too much praise cannot be given to the 
Program Committee and the Entertainment 
Committee, whose work left nothing to be 
criticized and everything to be praised. 
Few more ideal excursions could be 
imagined than that on the steamer to West 
Point, a perfect day, a perfect place for a 
visit and an unusual opportunity for ac- 
quaintance and increased friendship.

The convention took a big step forward 
in arranging for a permanent secretary and 
for a program of year round activity. Five 
new members were elected to the Honorary 
Fellowship, including Henry S. Hutchinson, 
New Bedford, J. Joseph Estabrook, Balti- 
more, Alexander Robinson, San Francisco, 
Vernor M. Schenck, Springfield, Frederic 
G. Melcher, New York. 


Among the resolutions. was one urging 
the support of educational programs; also 
campaign plans; and urging study, with the 
publishers, of the need of a central deposi- 
tory for systematic handling of enclosures. 
Publishers were urged to recognize that 
40 percent was needed on travelers’ and 
stock orders, with 36 per cent on pick-ups. 
It was urged that when any reprints were 
made within a year, the difference should be 
rebated to the bookseller holding stock; 
also, that, in case of changes of price, the 
figures on the jackets should be changed. 


The important report of the Board of 
Trade was reembodied in the resolutions 
and approved in detail, calling for less 
books; revival of old titles; opposition to 
salacious books but opposition, also, to 
censorship; opposition to cheap editions sold 
only to mail-order houses and to books used 
as premiums; wider membership among all 
types of booksellers; study of turnover; and 
an increase 1n cooperation between book: 
seller and publisher. 

Chicago was selected for the next con- 
vention.

Informal Education 
GATHERING of great significance in 
its future possibilities was held at the 
University of Minnesota on May 7th, 

called by the United States Commissioner 
of Education and held in conjunction with 
the annual meeting of the National Con- 
gress of Mothers and Parent-Teachers’ 
Association. The whole subject of educa- 
tion beyond the school period was taken 
up from many poitits of view, the question 
of the reaching of parents, boys and girls. 
men and women in all walks of life and 
of working thru the teachers or thru the 
Parent-Teachers’ Association. 

There is significance in the fact that 
the Department of Education has asked 
Miss Humble, representing the extension 
work of the National Association of Book 
Publishers, to be present at the conference, 
a recognition of the fact that the book cam- 
paigns of the Association have been of a 
character to justify their being included in 
public-spirited attempts to approach the 
problem of home education. 

This whole field is one due for ranid 
development. The government, in its Bu- 
reau of Education, has a very active de- 
partment which is making a study of this 
problem; state universities are more and 
more stressing their extension work; state 
departments of education are outlining pro- 
grams for such work for their scattered 
communities; state library commissions, 
county libraries and the extension depart- 
ments of city and town libraries are 
definitely pledged to progress in this 
direction. 

One of the sessions was addressed by Carl 
H. Milam, Secretary of the American Li- 
brary Association, with the general topic 
“The Library in the Home Education Move- 
ment,” and Sarah B. Askew, State Libra- 
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rian of New Jersey, was one of the speak- 
ers on “Practical Methods of Cooperation in 
Education for Parenthood.” 

The extent of the field is indicated by the 
fact that there are tens of thousands of 
men and women who leave school without 
attending high school or college, hundreds 
of communities in which there are no pub- 
lic libraries, no school libraries, few books 
in the home. The whole state and nation 
are affected by the lack of enlightenmen: 
and breadth of vision which could be 
brought to the men and women by a co- 
operative effort to extend the use of the 
best printed matter. 


The Selling of Poetry 


EVERAL people, in commenting on the 
canvass of “best books” of the twen- 
tieth century, as made by the /nterna- 

tional Book Review, have pointed out that 
the readers found not as much interest as 
would be expected in poetry, and very few 
volumes got a vote of any considerable 
total. In sending this list out to booksellers 
for comment as the Publishers’ Weekly did 
last month, the same situation was observ- 
able. The bookseller’s own vote did not 
bring any volume of poetry into the first 
twenty-five books, and only a few volumes 
came into the first fifty, tho some dealers 
pointed out that the ballot, as presented 
from the Review's canvass, did not give 
them an opportunity to vote for such out- 
standing American poets as Frost, Robin- 
son and Lindsay and that English poetry as 
important as De la Mare’s had not appeared 
on the list. 

This lack of confidence in the perman- 
ency of twentieth century poetry cannot be 
due to the lack of interest among the book- 
seller’s public, as the increase in the sale ot 
poetry in the last ten years has been one 
of the outstanding features of bookstore 
experience. It may be that a large per- 
centage of this sale has been in the form 
of anthologies and that there is no con- 
sensus of opinion as to which individual 
authors should take leading positions. — 

In canvassing the bookselling situation, 
the Publishers’ Weekly has found very often 
that the poetry section is one of the most 
active in the store, and, as the question of 
the place of poetry in bookselling sales 
seems to be a subject of current interest, 
the editors would be very glad to hear 
from any bookseller who has found special 
success in the selling of poetry and to get 
some comments on his methods of selection, 
display and sale. 
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New Power and Strength — 
EXT year will make the twenty-fifth 


convention of the American Book- 

sellers’ Association whose progress has 
followed the numerical increments of the 
century. To the celebration of this mile- 
stone the Association should endeavor to 
bring its fullest possible showing of con- 
structive work. It augurs well that the 
last two months have added 200 new mem- 
bers to this list so that the full thousand 
which the officers have looked forward to, 
seems now almost within reach. With 
membership will come influence, and the 
new officers have a strength behind them 
and financial resources for executive work 
that no earlier board could muster. 

With the new strength and power there 
is the possibility. of putting into effect a 
far greater proportion of the ambitions of 
the Association, so that the resolutions and 
discussions of the convention become of far 
more potential significance than ever before. 


The Scout International 


CURRENT dispatch from Paris tells 

of the labors of the dictionary makers 

of the Academie Francaise which is 
shortly to produce the first volume of the 
great French dictionary that it has had 
under way so long. Recently these philolo- 
gists spent a number of days deciding as 
to the admission into the dictionary of cer- 
tain words of English origin that were 
beginning to get wide current use in French 
writing and French speech. Among the 
words which they decided to admit into the 
dictionary were several that have come thru 
the language of sports—“camping,” 
“bridge,” “court” (as applied to tennis), 
“champion” and “Boy Scout.” It is n 
interesting testimony to the international 
character of the movement that these two 
words are to appear as part of the French 
language. 

The Boy Scout movement is a thing of 
this century, taking its origin in England 
from the initiative and imagination of Sir 
Baden Powell and reaching its greatest 
scope in this country. As the summer 
comes, as the camps take on their quotas 
and as thousands of boys join in the ranks 
of those who really know the out-of-doors, 
there are increased signs of the influence 
of this movement, and it augurs well for 
the book-trade that leaders in the movement, 
including its Chief Scout Librarian, Frank- 
lin K. Mathiews, have not failed, in season 
and out, to emphasize the importance of 
reading guidance for boys. The type of 
guidance that has been given will bring to 
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adult book buying a group of men whose 
interest in reading is far broader and far 
better balanced than in previous decades. 


Building With Books 


T an exposition in Indianapolis in April 

called the “Home Complete Exposi- 

tion,” the Public Library took a dis- 
play, space which it devoted to an effort to 
demonstrate how the printed word can help 
the home builder. “Build the House With 
Books,” read the sign, and, behind a white 
picket fence, one proceeded along a nar- 
row walk between sodded lawn, and at the 
end appeared a little house, shingled, as it 
were, with the covers of the books which 
would help the home builder in planning 
his house, its decoration, its grounds or 
whatnot. Along each side of the enclosure 
was a wall, and, on the top of the wall, 
stood copies of books of various kinds. The 
whole was a most tasteful and successful 
effort to get attention to the fact that people 
would find guidance in books which would be 
extremely valuable to them at building time. 


Explaining the Profession 


R. DORAN has joined the circle of 

those publishers who have taken time 

and interest to explain the intrica- 
cies of the problems of publishing to the 
general public, and an address of his at 
Middlebury College, Vermont, has been re- 
printed in the May Bookman. Publishing 
is a business that has very special relations 
to the consumer, and its ways and methods 
are of necessity so peculiar that the more 
the public understands the situation and the 
better it appreciates what the publisher is 
trying to do the more easily the publisher 
can make a success of what he is trying to 
undertake. 

Walter Page took the public into the pub- 
lisher’s sanctum twenfy years ago, George 
P. Brett has written ably and incisively on 
the subject, Robert Yard of Moffat, Yard 
& Company discussed “The Publisher” in a 
volume that Houghton issued ten years ago, 
MacGregor Jenkins of the Atlantic Monthly 
Press has been a very competent exponent 
of the profession. before the court of public 
opinion, and recently Mr. Hiltman, head of 
D. Appleton & Company, printed in the 
Literary Review some clear-cut and help- 
ful comments on the problems of the pub- 
lishers. 

By taking the public into their confidence, 
the publishers serve their profession well. 
Authors, handlers of books and public all 
turn with interest to the discussions when- 
mits his opinions and his confidences to 


paper. 
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Important Appraisers’ Case on Marking 
of Books 


i country of origin of imported books 
may be printed on the back of the title 
page or in the back of the book, according 
to the expressed opinion of the Court of 
Appraisers on May gth sitting in the case 
brought up by E. P. Dutton & Company. 
This is a most important opinion for the 
book publishing world and a very sensible 
opinion, considering the issue. 

According to the tariff law and according 
to previous wording in the tariff law, books 
should be marked conspicuously as to their 
country of origin. Two years ago, out of 
a clear sky, came the opinion from Wash- 
ington that conspicuous marking meant on 
the title page, this in spite of the fact that 
long trade custom had made it just as easy 
for the appraiser to find the country of 
origin if printed on the last page or on 
the back of the title page. It was claimed 
by the Treasury Department that it had 
no alternative but to apply the ruling and 
to insist on the imprint in the front of the 
book. 


It was said that this was urged by the 
printing unions, which had found certain 
books imported from the Continent in which 
the country of origin was printed on a 
back page which was subsequently taken out 
of the book. If such a method ever had 
been used, it was surely an attempt to avoid 
the intent of the law, but that it was anv 
method frequently employed or involved in 
more than one instance certainly would be 
beside the truth. The printing unions’ pro- 
test was apparently based on the argument 
that, if people knew that a book was printed 
in Europe, they would be less likely to buy 
it, therefore it should be made conspicuous: 
but the fact is that “Printed in Great 
Britain” as an imprint, is far from being 
a preventive of book buying. 


When this ruling was made two years 
ago, the Publishers’ Association endeavored 
to have it apply only to books thereafter 
manufactured; secondly, to have the imprint 
used on the back of the title page rather 
than on the face. The latter point it suc- 
ceeded in carrying, but not the first, tho 
the American Library Association, pleading 
for exemption because of the inconvenience 
caused, obtained full exemption from the 
rule for libraries only. Word was imme- 
diately sent to England, urging all pro- 


ducers to be sure and have the country oi 
origin put on the back of the title page 
and to stamp similarly all manufactured 
steck before shipping. With this agreemen: 
reached, it was a surprise to publishers to 
receive a notice last month, stating that here- 
after books must be marked with country 
of origin on the face of the title page. This 
meant further difficulty and a disfigurement 
of the page with the dual imprint, as well 
as loss of time and money, with no apparent 
gain to anybody. 

E. P. Dutton & Company had a case 
pending, which they urged forward for 
hearings, which hearings were given. 
Among the publishers represented at the 
hearing on Friday were Appleton; Double- 
day; Dodd, Mead; Doran; Scribner’s; 
Crowell; Longmans; P. J. Kennedy; and 
others; also, a representative from the New 
York Public Library. After hearing a 
statement of the case by John Macrae, 
president of E. P. Dutton & Company and 
president of the National Association of 
Book Publishers, and the evidence of 
George H. Doran and of Mr. Lewis of 
Dodd, Mead, the appraisers closed the 
hearing, stating that it seemed to them that 
the publishers’ contention was so obviously 
sound that they would dismiss the case and 
leave it for the government to prove, if it 
could, any reason for insisting on having 
the imprint on the face of the title page. 
The judge pointed out, in comment, that 
the law requires that goods be conspicu- 
ously marked, and that, inasmuch as this 
mark is intended for the benefit of the ap- 
praiser and not for the public, which has 
no interest in the matter, and inasmuch s 
the appraiser knows by experience just 
where to look for this imprint, it is quite 
beside the point to insist that the title page 
be disfigured by such information. The 
judge said, further, that, as far as he 
could see, it did not matter whether the 
imprint was on the back of the title page or 
in the back of the book, as long as it was 1n 
a regular and well-understood place. The 
case in question involved a book in which 
the imprint was on the back of the title 
page, now commonly used as the place for 
such marking. =I 

This decision will do much to facilitate 
the handling of all shipments coming from 
England. 
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American Book-Making At Its Best 


The Annual Exhibit and Awards of the American Institute 


HEN the American Institute of 

Graphic Arts called for the submis- 

sion of books to be considered for its 
annual selection of fifty well-made books, 
nearly 200 volumes came to the Institute 
rooms for the jury’s consideration, sent in 
by publishers, printers, book clubs and mu- 
seums. By far the largest number came 
directly from the publishers, of whom 36 
responded to the invitation to submit 
samples. Besides this, 17 different printers 
sent books not made for general channels, 
4 book clubs sent their latest production, 
and as many museums which take special 
care with catalogs offered for sale. 


The problem of the jury was to select 
50 books, judged best from the group, by 
reason of the success with which they met 
the general problems of manufacture. The 
program called for the inclusion of only 
such books as were made for sale and not, 
as last year, volumes made for free dis- 
tribution such as banks and large industries 
are interested to produce. De luxe books 
made for private clubs o: for limited circu- 
lation were considered on their merits 
alongside of the general trade publications, 
but great pains were taken to get together 
as full a collection of general publications 
as possible, in order that trade books should 
be given most complete and careful con- 
sideration. The result shows that half of 
the 50 books selected were in the class of 
special or de luxe publications and half the 
product of general trade conditions. 


While there was no special effort to make 
the final selection show all varieties of 
book-making, the result has been that the 
exhibit includes books of every type, from 
the 12mo published at $1 to the elaborate 
art book on hand-made paper, issued only 
to a few subscribers. 


This is the second year of the Institute’s 
effort to serve the progress of book-making. 
and the plans for using the collection to 
the greatest possible advantage have been 
very carefully worked out. The exhibit 
opens on May aist at the Art Center at 
65 East 56th Street. Its opening will be 
connected with the tenth anniversary of 
the Institute, and the occasion will be taken 
for addresses on the general subject of 
printing and book production. By the Ist 
of July the New York exhibit will close, 
and the arrangements will have been com- 
pleted for the exhibit’s travel around the 





country. Last year’s collection visited 15 
cities, but the demands this year are so 
heavy that it can go to many more, and 
will be shown in public libraries, museums 
and in public halls. At each place visited 
the local committee has to promise to pro- 
vide an opening lecture, to take care of the 
local publicity and to distribute the catalogs 
which will be provided. To make it easier 
for the lecturer to talk effectively on the 
books included, lantern slides showing se- 
lected pages will be provided and an out- 
line. of some of the points that have gov- 
erned the inclusions will be given. Another 
improvement over last year is the fact that 
the publishers have, in most cases, been 
able to give duplicate copies of the books 
to the exhibit, so that the volumes can be 
seen opened or closed, thus affording oppor- 
tunity, to see the full book. The catalogs 
will contain careful descriptions, showing 
the size, type of binding, name of publisher, 
of printer, of type used and paper used, 
and price of the book. 


The Institute has awarded two bronze 
medals in connection with this event, one 
to the best book in the de luxe class, issued 
under no special restrictions as to cost and 
expense, and one to the best book in the 
general trade class, manufactured and sold 
under conditions of book-trade distribution. 


The awards go to: 


Duffield & Company for the best book in 
the de luxe class, “Chinese Painting As 
Reflected in the Thought and Art of Li 
Lung-Mien” by Mrs. Agnes E. Meyer, 
printed by the Merrymount Press in a 
limited edition of 300 copies at $100. This 
de luxe edition differs from the trade edi- 
tion, in that it has a catalog supplement, 
which brings in a special problem of typog- 
raphy, the use of some Chinese characters. 
The volume is a broad 4to, using the Mount- 
joye type in the text, with Oxford type in 
the catalog and the especially made Chinese 
characters. The general proportions of the 
page and the exceptionally successful han- 
dling of foot-notes of varying length show 
the work of Mr. Updike at his very best. 
The problems presented by the volume were 
completely and successfully met. 


The medal for the best trade book goes to 
Harvard University Press for an 8vo vol- 
ume by Percy Hazen Houston, entitled “Dr. 
Johnson: A Study of Eighteenth Century 
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Humanism.” The volume had the advan- 
tage of the typographical direction of Bruce 
Rogers, consulting expert for the Harvard 
Press. The type used is Caslon, and the 
paper woven antique. The problem of an 
8vo book of memoirs of this kind is a com- 
mon one in book publishing, and, in this 
volume, the needs of such a book have been 
met with restraint and dignity, yet imagina- 
tion. 

In studying the books as a whole, atten- 
tion is drawn to the success of the univer- 
sity presses in setting high standards of 
book manufacture. Harvard, Yale and 
Princeton are very prominently represented. 
Besides the “Dr. Johnson,” Harvard is 
represented by a book of delightful format, 
entitled, ““A Handful of Pleasant Delights,” 
a book bound as beautifully as it is printed; 
also, by a little volume on “Modern Color,” 
planned and decorated by William Dwig- 
gins, and giving the impression of press- 
work of unusual care. Another sound 12mo 
of Harvard’s is “The Prophets of Yester- 
day,” a simple problem discreetly met; and 
a little 44 page book, published at $1, Le- 
gouis’ “Wordsworth in a New Light,” ap- 
pears also among the other Harvard Press 
volumes. 

The work of Carl Purrington Rollings at 

Yale University Press makes its product 
equally interesting, and the splendid 4to on 
“The Old Colonial Houses of Connecticut” 
is one of the outstanding books of the col- 
lection. Here is a case in which the prob- 
lem. of architectural half-tones and floor 
plans are made to become part of an har- 
monious and beautiful whole. Seldom have 
half-tones been so completely fitted into a 
successful book. Mr. Rollins also supplied 
Gay’s “Beggar’s Opera,’ a book of very 
similar characteristics to the Harvard book 
on “Dr. Johnson” and an edition of Arthur 
O’Shaughnessy’s poems, one of the best 
examples of poetry composition that the 
year brought forward. 
“Frederique Warde’s work at Princeton 
is exampled in Paul Elmer More’s “Helen- 
istic Philosophies,” one of the fine examples 
of simple, yet delightful 8vo, and in the 
more elaborate problems handled in “Il 
Filostrato” of Boccaccio and in “The Story 
of Adirondac,” a privately printed book 
handled by the Press. 

New York University Press appears in 
the field with a beautiful volume produced 
for it by William E. Rudge, “Cavalier 
and Puritan” by Hyder E. Rollins, a rather 
unusual problem of ballad printing, admir- 
ably produced. 

The Macmillan Company has two books, 
including “The Cultivated Evergreens,” 
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edited by L. H. Bailey, in which a very 
dithcuit problem was faced, that of combin- 
ing hali-tones, line drawings, detailed 
descriptions and general text. Another Mac- 
millan book is a beautiful 12mo, “The Jour- 
nal of Maria Leneru,” appropriately printed 
in Cochin type, in a format similar to that 
which the firm used previously for “Maria 
Chapdelaine.”’ 

Harcourt, Brace & Company are repre- 
sented by their beautiful children’s anthol- 
ogy, “This Singing World,” for which Mrs. 
Ivins designed the outline illustrations. The 
italic headings have been very appropriately 
selected to suit the mood of the book-mak- 
ing, and the dark binding and decorative 
lining papers add to the success of the 
volume. 

Atlantic Monthly Press had Mr. Updike 
to plan for it the format of A. Edward 
Newton’s “Dr. Johnson: A Play,” a book 
well-known to all book lovers and made 
especially interesting by the use of color on 
the title and contents pages. Atlantic also 
submitted the John J. Chapman “Letters on 
Religion,” with its appropriate use of old 
English page headings and _ hand-lettered 
title page. 

Knopf has two trade 12mos, Max Beer- 
bohm’s “Yet Again,” with a very happy title 
page and satisfactory page set in Caslon 
and interesting chapter heads in printer’s 
ornament. In the book by Bert Leston 
Taylor, called “The East Window,” Knopt 
has again used Caslon successfully but of 
darker face in appropriate connection with 
the decorative drawings by C. B. Falls. In 
the de luxe books, Mr. Knopf is also repre- 
sented by Hergesheimer’s “Presbyterian 
Child,” manufactured for him by Bruce 
Rogers. 

The Brick Row Bookshop is represented 
by “Lackeys of the Moon” by Canfield, 
with its cheerful two color title page and 
pleasant arrangement of dramatic dialog. 

Fitzroy Carrington supplies an example 
of a well-made book at a $1 price in his 
“Lithography” by Bolton Brown, printed by 
Updike. 

Marshall Jones Company of Boston sub- 
mitted one of the most successful and in- 
teresting volumes of poems, “The City’s 
Voice” by Morris Gray, printed at the 
Merrymount Press, a volume that is also 
a fine example of cloth binding, so attrac- 
tive that it would be a critical person 1n- 
deed who would wish to change it for 
leather. Mr. Jones is also most successful 
in his “Bermuda Houses,” a 4to of splendid 
half-tone reproductions accompanied. by 4 
broadly leaded text that seems to fit per- 
fectly into the mood of the volume. 
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Still another example of how a half-tone 
has kept its own in book-making, in spite 
of the difficulty of its handling, is shown in 
a book on this special subject from Double- 
day, “The Process and Practice of Photo- 
Engraving” by Groesbeck. Those interested 
in handling half-tones would do well to 
study this volume, “Old Connecticut Houses 
of Yale’ from Yale Press and “Bermuda 
Houses” from Marshall Jones Company. 

Charles Scribner’s Sons have two books 
in the de luxe class, “Landscape Art, Past 
and Present,’ a volume by Harriet Mc- 
Cormick with beautiful photogravures ac- 
companied by text on antique paper, and 
again by the lavish edition of “Silverado 
Squatters,” printed by Nash in San Fran- 
cisco, with its remarkably successful line 
cuts. 

Houghton Mifflin’s contribution is by 
Harold Murdock, “19th of April °75,” a 
limited edition with the Caslon page and 
unusual use of page numerals. 

Among the books of special class which 
would be particularly interesting to the 
general book publisher, attention should be 
called to the Caxton Club’s edition of a 
“Journal of a Voyage to North America,” 
two volumes, printed at the Lakeside Press. 
The type page is one of great dignity, chap- 
ter headings, foot-notes, contents pages, etc., 
all handled in perfect harmony. Of the 
volumes from book clubs, that of the 
Grolier Club of New York naturallv takes 
the lead. In the past year, it had planned 
a series of six books by six great American 
printers, and five of them were ready for 
consideration during this year. Of these, 
Dowson’s “Pierrot” printed by Bruce 
Rogers is a particularly dainty handling of 
a special problem. The Carteret Book Club 
of Newark had had its volume on “Stephen 
Crane” printed by D. B. Updike in a type 
plan of dark contrasts. The Book Club of 
California had had its volume on “Oscar 
Wild” printed by the Grabhorn Press, with 
a fine use of Garamond and _rubricate’ 
pages. 

Besides Mr. Rudge’s book work for other 
publishers, his beautiful volume of Carlyle’s 
‘Jocelin Brakelond’’. would make an admir- 
able model for any series of 16mos, and his 
elaborate volume on “Men of Letters of the 
British Isles” uses Garamond type as an 
appropriate page to accompany the medal- 
lion illustrations. Mr. Updike is responsi- 
ble. among other things, for the beautiful 
catalog of the John Carter Brown Library, 
in which the’ problem of printing biblio- 
graphical data is met in a masterly way. He 
has provided, also, one of his characteristic 
books of family memgir in “Glimpses of an 
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Old Social Capital” by Mary Cochran 
Rogers and a still more unusual volume in 
the same field, “The Journal of Mrs. John 
Amory,” a volume in which peculiar prob- 
lems presented by an eighteenth century 
diary are met with great success. 

Frederic Goudy directed the typography 
of the elaborate folio published by the 
American Institute of Architects, entitled 
“A System of Architectural Ornament” by 
Lewis Sullivan, the two color title page 
being a thing of great beauty. 

The Gillis Press laid out and printed for 
the Metropolitan Museum of. Art a very 
noble volume on “The Tomb of Tuyemre 
at Thebes” by Norman Davies, with very 
appropriate and dignified use of the large 
Bodoni font. The same museum, which 
always takes special care with its publica- 
tions, submitted a charming volume on “The 
Daily Life of the Greeks and Romans.” 
Another beautiful catalog is that received 
from the San Francisco Museum of Art, 
“A Loan Exhibition of European Tapes- 
tries.” These catalogs are for general sale 
and, therefore, were considered in the classi- 
fication of this exhibit. Still another 
beautiful catalog is that of “The Exhibit 
of American Sculpture,” provided by the 
National Sculpture Society and handled by 
the Gillis Press.

HE Pulitzer awards for 1923-1924 have 

been announced and those that are of 
interest to the bookseller are as follows:

having been awarded the two prizes. The 
best novel, poem (“New Hampshire”), biog- 
raphy (“From Immigrant to Inventor”), 
play (“Hell Bent fer Heaven’) each re- 
ceive $1,000. “The American Revolution: 
A Constitutional Interpretation” received 
the $2,000 award as being “the best book 
of the year upon the history of the United 
States.

Copyright Bill in Revised Form 


EPRESENTATIVE DALLINGER has 

introduced as H. R. 9137 a revised 
version of his previous draft of the copy- 
right bill. Many changes have been made 
in important places after the original bill 
had been studied by different groups, and 
the Council of the Authors’ League has 
given its support to this bill after careful 
consideration. 

A hearing for the proponents was held 
before the House Committee on Patents, 
Florien Lampert, chairman, on May 15th. 

Among the changes is a revised wording 
of Section 1, Paragraph (a), to give the 
owner of the copyright the exclusive right 
to transmit copyrighted material, and para- 
graph (c) has been reworded in order to 
provide that the owner of the copyright 
shall have complete right to make motion 
pictures from copyrighted material, whether 
it be from a dramatic work or non-dramatic 
work. In Section 45, Paragraph (b), the 
rights of the author of a scenario have been 
more clearly provided for than they were 
in the first draft. 

Section 25 has been very largely re- 
written, in order to give the motion picture 
people a limitation of damages in any 
suit by the owner of material that they 
may have infringed. As a new feature, it 
provides that, if a motion picture producer 
infringes on dramatized or non-dramatic 
works, where the infringer shall show he 
was not aware that he was infringing and 
that such infringement could not have been 
foreseen, damages shall not exceed $100. 
This would mean that when material was 
obtained thru an agent who did not give the 
producer full information, the producer 
could be sued for not more than $100. For 
unintentional infringement of a dramatic or 
dramatico musical work the amount of 
damages may range from $250 to $5,000. 

The bill in Section 18 as criticized by 
the book publishers remains as it was, that 
is, if an American publisher obtains the 
American market for an English or Cana- 
dian book, he must manufacture here or the 
English or Canadian authors might lose their 
American copyright. If the English or 
Canadian publisher retains the American 
market, there is no such danger to the 
English publisher’s rights. This special 
advantage to the English and Canadian 
publisher brings in a new principle in 
copyright. drafting, and it has been diff- 
cult for the American publisher to see how 


it can be of any advantage to anyone save 
the English publisher and why it should be 
included in American law. The same provi- 
sion in another form is included in importa- 
tion Section 35, which provides that if an 
American owns the United States copyright 
on any book by an English or Canadian 
author, he cannot import from England or 
Canada any stock of that book. 


Books and Book Friends 


HE plan of the Women’s Foreign 

Missionary Society of the Methodist 

Episcopal Church for sending books to 
foreign missionaries, a plan which was de- 
scribed in great detail in the Publishers’ 
Weekly, November 17, 1923, has been 
further perfected. The method, approved 
by the General Executive Committee, for 
raising the appropriation for the support 
of libraries in the foreign field, is the is- 
suing of “Book Bonds.” These bonds, 
which are bought at $10 apiece, supply the 
Library Service with funds to send per- 
manent libraries of reference books, techni- 
cal books, and general reading to fifteen 
hundred educational institutions. 

During 1924, Young People’s Year, col- 
leges and high schools will receive especial 
consideration in the placing of books. Be- 
sides permanent libraries, these book bonds 
will provide unit libraries of one hundred 
or more books to circulate within a foreign 
conference, from a “conference here to a 
conference there,” and will build up “book 
friends.” The scheme for this last is to 
have women in America send two books a 
year to some missionary in the foreign field. 
It is Suggested that the books be sent on the 
missionary’s birthday and at Christmas. 

Mrs. Stephen J. Herben, originator and 
director of the library service, also sug- 
gested a most ingenious scheme to supple- 
ment these. It was a Leap Year suggestion. 

“What is a Gay worth to you as a vital 
part of your life? asks Mrs. Herben. “Have 
you ever tried to express its value in any 
concrete form. Is your life worth the price 
of a book? Select a recent book read since 
the beginning of the present year, and on 
February 29th, the day that comes but “* 
in four years, mail it to a missionary. 
other words, make book friends of ie. 
aries during leap year.” 

Mrs. Herben was a wonderful vision of 
what books can do combined with the 
ability to make her plans practical. 








The New England School ‘*Comes Back’? 


Wakeman Collection of First Editions Bring Spectacular Prices 


HE collection of first editions of nine- 

teenth century American authors, in- 

cluding Bryant, Hawthorne, Emerson, 
Holmes, Longfellow, Lowell, Poe, Thoreau 
and Whittier, brought together by the late 
Stephen H. Wakeman of New York, was 
sold at the American Art Galleries in four 
sessions on April 28 and 29, the 1280 lots 
bringing $67,580. 

This was the most extensive collection of 
these authors ever made and as extraor- 
dinarily rich in autographic and association 
material. The prices realized far surpassed 
expectations and all previous records, show- 
ing an interest in these authors that was not 
supposed to exist. The largest buyer of 
the rarest and most valuable lots was Walter 


M. Hill of Chicago. Again the Middle 
West outbid the East and carried off the 
great prizes. 

Poe led, Hawthorne came next. This was 
as expected. But the prices show that all 
of these authors made a wonderful showing. 
Undoubtedly we shall soon see a revival of 
interest among collectors in fhis group of 
founders of American literature. Collectors 
who have followed their own judgment, 
against that of the prevailing fashion, and 
have been quietly picking up the rarities of 
these authors can now take a great deal of 
satisfaction.

HE Wakeman sale was one of the most 

extraordinary sales ever held in this 

country. The New England group of 
authors, including Bryant, Emerson, Haw- 
thorne, Holmes, Longfellow, Lowell, Poe, 
Thoreau and Whittier, which has been re- 
ceiving very little attention for the last 
five years, has made a sensational comeback 
that is the great surprise of the season. 


ALTER M. HILL, rare book dealer of 

Chicago, was the largest buyer of the 
rarest and most valuable lots in the Wake- 
man sale. Apparently he expected to pay 
good prices and came to New York pre- 
pared to buy, whatever the price might be. 
He put no stock in the general belief that 
collectors did not care any longer for New 
England authors. Mr. Hill and the col- 
lectors that he represented captured most 
of the prizes because they had a better and 
more independent judgment than their east- 
ern competitors. They showed the true 
American spirit. 


PROFESSORS TUPPER and Ogle of 
the University of Vermont have trans- 
lated from Latin into English a curious old 
book which the Macmillan Company is pub- 
lishing under the title of “Courtiers’ 
Trifles.’ The author, Master Walter Map, 
was born on the Welsh border about 1140, 
and his book is said to give a curious and 
vivid picture of the life of his time. 


TH growing popularity of Sir James M. 
Barrie’s writings among collectors has 
created a demand for a good working 
bibliography of his first editions. This has 
induced Herbert Garland, an old contributor 
of The Bookman’s Journal, to undertake 
such a compilation. This bibliography is 
nearly completed but the compiler would 
like to get in touch with any Barrie col- 
lector who has a copy of “Richard Sav- 
age,” a privately printed play which was 
Written in collaboration with the late M. B. 
Marriott Watson .and produced in 1891. 


RAYMOND DEAN, in discussing “How 
to Form a Library for Pleasure and

In secur- 
ing every known first edition of a collected 
author, you will find pleasure and profit; 
and if you decide to sell, prices will rule 
high. Exhaustive collections in one field 
always bring higher individual prices at 
ae than stray items in miscellaneous 
Sales.” 


R. A. S. W. ROSENBACH has started 

home with the rare books and manu- 
scripts which he has purchased since he 
went abroad a few weeks ago. The 550 
volumes which he purchased from the Brit- 
well Court collection cost him £71,500. He 
has also acquired several private libraries 
and made many purchases from the rare 
book dealers of London. Referring to the 
recent sale of books from the library of 
Britwell Court, he said: “I think I have 
bought at least four-fifths of all the Brit- 
well Court books and papers. One more 
section of that collection remains to be sold, 
and when it reaches the salesroom I shall 
return to England. Altogether I have spent 
£275,000 at the various Britwell Court 
sales.” Dr. Rosenbach’s purchases amount 
to more than all other buyers combined. 


B tron autograph letters, documents and 
manuscripts from the collection of James 
C. Barr of Boston, the outstanding feature 
of which was a series of Washington let- 
ters, were sold at the Anderson Galleries, 
April 28, 311 lots bringing $6,485. A docu- 
ment with the signature of both George and 
Martha Washington brought $255; Wash- 
ington’s instructions to General Lincoln for 
the expedition terminating in the surrender 
of Cornwallis fetched $225.

en of bookplates are again in- 
debted to Alfred Fowler of Kansas City 
for gathering important material for their 
appreciation and study. The 1924 “An- 
nual” contains, among other articles, an 
invaluable check-list for the collectors o{ 
the bookplates of Sidney L. Smith, 183 in 
number, covering the work of thirty-three 
years. This is accompanied by an article 
from Gardner Teall on “The Art of Sid- 
ney L. Smith,” and the place of honor in 
the reproductions is given to A. Edward 
Newton’s bookplate, which Mr. Smith de- 
signed in 1909. 

Another valuable feature of the “An- 
nual” for the dealer and collector is the 
revised directory of bookplate artists. This 
gives the addresses of the principal work- 
ers in the field, statements authorized by 
themselves as to their mediums and prefer- 
ences, with prices. There is also a book- 
plate exchange list, including people who 
have plates by good artists which they are 
willing to exchange for others of equal 
character. 

This is the fourth number of “The Book- 
plate Annual,” a beautifully printed vol- 
ume, with an edition of 500 copies.
